Hundreds of gaily colored fishing boats, 
many typically Mediterranean in type are 
moored at Fisherman's Wharf. Picturesque 
and strangely interesting to the sightseer, they 
comprise the Italian fishing fleet that travel 
far out to sea in their daily task of supply¬ 
ing the markets of San Francisco with the 
finest of sea food. The larger ships, purse- 
seiners bring in excess of 100 tons of fish 
daily. 
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
